Paving of Streets, Laying of Sidewalks and Curbs. Com¬ 
pletion of Water Conservation f’lan and Building of 
Bridges Planned—_ 

The most extensive public improvement program Siei-ra 
Madre luus ever dreamed of luus been mapiw^d out mid will 
be submitted to the administrators of the Federal govern¬ 
ment's $:L0()0,0()(),0()0 National Uecoyery Act when they 
have lieen decided ufxm and the machinery lor ciu’rying the 
huge public works program into effect has been organized. 

It calls for the expenditure of $850,000 of Federal 
funds here on the pi’esumption that it will lie available and 
that hand lalior may lie employed to furnish employment 
and inci-ease the buying po^ver of the community. The esti¬ 
mated cost of the various undertakings would l>e approxi¬ 
mately $75,000 less if the use of machinery is i-eipiested. 

Prepared by City Business Manager A1 S. Myers the 
inogram has been approved by the City Council as com¬ 
ing wholly within the reciuirement that contemiilated im¬ 
provements shall be iiermanent in character and designed 
to substantially improve the community. 

It looks to the paving of all the city’s dirt streets, the 
laying of curbs iuid sidewalks where thei'e are none, the 
building of three bridges and completion of the city’s am- 
i)itious program of water con.servation and flood conti'ol 
which has Ix'en endorsed and largely financed by l/)s An¬ 
geles county. The projects constituting the program and 
their estimated cost follows:

In the event that the improvements are authorized and 
financed by the government and that the work i.s caii'ied 
forward under Uxal sujx'rvision it is the city’s intention 
to immediately push work on the water conseiwation lea- 
ture of the program. 

'fo this etui conferences have lieen held with .Arcadia’s 
officials and a joint effoil to conserve the Big Santa 
Anita’s water h;us been agreed upon, since the cities would 
lienefit etpially in the building up of the water supply in 
the underground basin. 

In conformity with this agreement Arcadia has in- 
clude<l half of the estimated cost of bringing the water out 
of BigTSanta Anita canyon into Sierra Madre’s spi-eading 
grounds by conduit in its contemplated program of improve¬ 
ments. Engineei's of the two cities figure the cost of this 
undertaking at $1)(),()0(). 

Completion of the water conservation project contem¬ 
plates con.struction of a lateral line from the spreading 
grounds at the eastem city Ixumdary line to the west city 
limits as a means of picking up all water that flows from 
various .sources along the mountain watershed and that now- 
passes off through various stoirn drains. 'Fhis runoff 
through the drains is a total lo.ss and it is projiosed by the 
lateral line to dump it over the spreading grounds for 
.seepage into the underground ba.sin. 

“Our program is complete and ready for submission to 
the proixir authority when it luus been designated ami 
liegins to function,” said Business Manager Myei-.s, “and we 
have not followed the examples of .some othei- cities in in¬ 
dicating our wants in the hope that a uniform system foi- 
distribution of the work and funds to be released under the 
Kecoveiy Act will be agreed upon. Akso it .sc‘ems probable 
that a definite |)olicy as to the charactei- of improvements 
to 1 h‘ financed will i)e announced as the machinery that i.s 
.set u)) to carry tlii-ough the woi'k logins to move. 

“It is a tremendous thing the government is planning 
to do; undoubtedly it will not go into operation until details 
have Ixxm worked out so that the machinery will run 
smoothly as the con.scription machinery functioned in the 
days of the war. It .seems quite u.sele.ss, in any event, to 
submit a program of any kind until a State administrator 
has been named.”

Sierra Madre property owners 
may expect a general reiluction 
of something near 12 per cent in 
the total figure in the new as- 
se.ssment roll on which the county 
lax rate will be baseil, it was pre- 
ilicted \Vedne.sday as Chief As- 
se.s.sor Hopkins completed his 
compilation of the roll for the 
fi.scal year 1933-34. 

While Hopkins releaseil his 
books to the Board of Supervisors 
no figures as to the exact evalu¬ 
ations contained have been made 
public. Beginning yesterday morn¬ 
ing the Supervisors will sit for 
two weeks as the County Board 
of Kqualization. During this 
time complaints will be heard, 
and the roll will be revi.sed pre¬ 
paratory to submission to the 
County Auditor, who will fix the 
total on which the board next 
month will fix the Uix rate. 

At present the assessment roll 
itself, comprising 191 volumes of 
57,000 pages, is available to tax¬ 
payers on the fourth floor of the 
Hall of Justice in Los Angeles.

An.swering the application for 
an injunction Uie city through 
Solicitor Phil Dod.son .set up the 
claim that it was nece.s.sary lo 
levy an assessment apparently in 
excess of the actual requirement 
in order lo collect the full amount 
in the event that any of the bene¬ 
fited property owners defaulleil 
in their payments. It was set 
forth that there were such delin¬ 
quencies last year with the result 
that the bond fund was .several 
hundred dollars short of the sum 
necessary to meet the require¬ 
ments. 


Blow Aimed 
At Home Rule 
In The Valley 

I’ropostils 'i’o Change Boiincl- 
aries Of .Supervisorial 
District Re.sented 

The suggestisi plan to change 
the lines of the First county 
supcrvi.sorial district .so as to in¬ 
clude the whole city of Pasadena 
has l)een greeted by a storm of 
protests throughout the San Gab¬ 
riel V'alley. In various cities it 
has been denounced as a pro¬ 
posed •■gerrymandi'r" and an ef¬ 
fort to give the Crown City con¬ 
trol of the district. Where bitter 
denunciation is lacking the pro¬ 
posal is at least viewed with 
susiiicion and distrust. The Pu¬ 
ente .Journal is comparatively 
mild in its analysis of the sug¬ 
gested change in boundary lines, 
but the ideas it expres.ses seem 
to voice the sentiment of about 
every community in the Vailey. 

Under tiie caption "H aiie Rul 
•Attacked," the Journal says: 

"Residents of the .San Gabriel 
valley should resent, and bitterly 
oppose, the efforts of Supervisor 
Roger Jessup to altei the t)ound- 
aries of the First Supervisorial 
district to include the entire city 
of Pasadena. As it is now, Pa.sa- 
dena is located in three super- 
vi.soral districts. The proposed 
change would give the city of 
lOO.UUO population the voting con¬ 
trol of the district. 

"For Uie reason that there is 
very little in common between the 
city of Pasadena, which is not 
industrially or agriculturally 
minded: and the great San Gab¬ 
riel Valley with its millions of | 
citrus trees, walnut orchards, j 
liroad acres of dry and irrigated i 
iarm projtH.Ts, the people of Los | 
.Angeles county will not take ] 
kindly to the propo.sed cliange. 

"It will require little imagina¬ 
tion to vision a Pa.sadenan as 
."Upervi.sor of tie First district, 
:should the boundaries be gerry¬ 
mandered to suit P.asadena, as 
Supervi.sor Jessup is charged with ! 
promising in his pre-election cam- I 
p.iign, and whii h now only awaits ! 
the affirmative vote of the. county i 
board lo make it a reality. 

"Tile First has always been 
considered as a .S.an Gabriel Val¬ 
ley and an agracultural district. 
Its interests l enter in the natural 
water run-off, and the present ef¬ 
fort to store this water, Pasa¬ 
dena has persistently oppo.sed 
such water conservation, except 
as it might benefit herself." 

Operatiny Costs 
Fat I /Is Councils 
Start On Budgets 

(’oiincils of many .Southern ('ali- 
fornia cities who awaited action 
by the people on the Riley-Stew- 
art taxation plan at thi' special 
election, have gone to work on 
their municipal liildgets and al- 
inost without exception have 
started slashing right and left in 
the effort to reduce operating 
costs. 

.Monrovia's Council has made 
only minor salary reductions, but 
.South Pasadena which made 
slight reductions in the pay of its 
officials and employes last year, 
is cutting deeper, having already 
effected .savings that will amount 
to $1.1100 a month. Police officers 
were reduced to $125 and firemen 
to $13."> and .$120 a month. Street 
department employes who were 
drawing .$110 to $115 were re¬ 
duced to .$9,‘i, with corresponding 
cuts in the water department, 
clerical and other positions. 

.'Vlonrovia's city clerk, holding 
an elective position, refused to 
volunteer a reduction in his sal¬ 
ary, he having taken a cut of $25 
a month last year. The Council 
tediiceil the City Attorney's sal¬ 
ary from $I:)0 to $100 a month 
ami lopped $10 a n.onlh off the 
pay of the (diiefs of the fire and 
police liepartmeiits. An allowance 
of $1500 instead of $3,000 was 
voteil the county health ilepart- 
iiient for the city's health service 


Conservation Crew 
Lands Here—Starts 
M u c h Speculation 

A crew of 20 men from the 
Citizens Conservation Corps camp 
in Monrovia Canyon attracted 
much atention on its arrival and 
again on its departure from Sier¬ 
ra .Madre on Wedensday and 
there was much speculation ns to 
the reason for their jiresence here. 

Conveyed in an army truck and 
accompanied by all manner of 
equipment, the men were taken to 
the end of .Mt. Wilson Trail early 
in the morning and soon di.sap- 
penred up the trail towards the 
summit. They came down about 
4:30 in the afternoon and were 
driven away. 

But they were not establishing 
a camp here for another unit of 
the con.servation corps, as rumor 
had it about the city. Instead 
they were cleaning up, widening 
and generall 3 ' improving the trail 
from .Mira .Monte avenue for a 
distance of a mile and a half up 
to the boundary line of the Ange 
! les forest. 

The trail was widened and im¬ 
proved by the county beyond the 
city limits some weeks ago. But 
no work was done within the 
city. The U.S. forestry service 
recommended that the job be 
comiileted with the new Feileral 
force and tiie crew of 20 was 
brought here to start the job 
Wednesday. The job will require 
several daj's.

$7,000 .SAVING EFFECTED 

LtK-al Board Elects Teaching 
Staff And Fixes Date 
For Protest Hearing 

Slashing teachers’ salaries 12 
per cent, and retrenchment in 
other operating cost estimates, 
made it possible for the Sierra 
.Madre schiKil board, at its meet¬ 
ing Friday night, to reduce the 
1933-34 budget by $7000 under 
that of last year. This is the an¬ 
nouncement made by Mrs. Gilbert 
Bovard, clerk of the board. Last 
year's budget called for the ex¬ 
penditure of $52,202.00, of which 
about $22,000 was raised by local 
taxation, the remainder being con 
tributed by the .Slate and county. 

Definite action on the part of 
Pasadena School District Board 
in raising the tuition fee $20 for 
every .Sierra Madre pupil in at¬ 
tendance at junior high .schools 
and the junior college was the 
chief obstacle in preventing the 
local board from making further 
reductions in next year's esti¬ 
mates. Word was received this 
week from the Pa.sadena board 
that tuition fees will be in¬ 
creased from $40 to $00 per pupil 
for the coming year. 

Final figures on the budget 
will not be available until it has 
Ix'en approved by County .Super¬ 
intendent of Schools A, R. Clif¬ 
ton, to whom it was submitted. 
The new budget will be publi.shed 
in full in Th*: .Vcic.s following its 
apiiroval. A protest hearing has 
been set for .Monday night, July 
17, at the school building.

are in a much healhtier condition 
than in most communities,” Mrs. 
Bovard stated. "Economical ad¬ 
ministration and the co-operation 
of teachers and the pupils has en¬ 
abled us to close the year with a 
surplus of $3000.” 

Simultaneous with the action of 
the local board comes the an¬ 
nouncement of school budget par¬ 
ing in other districts. Arcadia has 
reduced its operating costs nearly 
$8000, giving the teachers a .seven 
and one-half per cent cut in sala¬ 
ries. More than $14,000 has been 
sliced from the elementary and 
high school budgets by the Clare¬ 
mont board of trustees. Teachers 
receiving le.ss than $2200 yer year 
were given a 10 per cent reduc¬ 
tion, while those drawing $2200 
to $2500 per year were cut twelve 
and one-half per cent. 

South Pa.sadena cut its budget 
$55,000 and reduced teachers’ sal¬ 
aries 15 per cent. 

Lowering of the Sierra Madre 
school budget has been accomp¬ 
lished without materially reducing 
the teaching staff. The personnel 
of the staff for the ensuing year 
will remain unchanged, with one 
e.xception, according to Mrs. Bo¬ 
vard. Mi.ss Constance Thorpe, kin¬ 
dergarten teacher, has re.signed. 
At the present time, the board 
does not propose to fill this va- 
cfinccy.

LOCAL CITIZENS WILL BE 
INSTRUCTED IN PRESERVATION 
OF THE SURPLUS FOOD SUPPLY 


Demonstration on the home 
preservation of surplus foodstuffs 
will be held in Sierra Madre on 
July 15. The purpose is to show 
how .surplus supplies of fruits and 
vegetables may be prc.scrved by 
canning and bj- drying, according 
to Assistant Farm Advi.sor F. H. 
Ernst. The meeting will be held 
by the Farm Advisor's office in 
cooperation with the County Wel¬ 
fare Department and i.s part of 
the relief program to help the 
unentployed. 

The dehydration of surplus sup¬ 
plies of vegetables is of interest 
because it Is a means of .saving 
surplus supplies of .such things as 
.sweet corn, siring beans, carrots, 
and many other vegetables. The 
preparation of the vegetables for 
drying, the drying prixess, and

By their approval of Propo- j 
sition No. 1, the Riley-Stewart 
Taxation plan, the people of Cali¬ 
fornia have placed full responsi¬ 
bility for the State’s tax structure 
on the shoulders of the Legisla¬ 
ture.
